Czechs totsliing about fifteen thousand spread out on, 


the railway from Irkutsk westward for four hundred 
miles are in 2 most precarious position owing to the whole 
country being Bolshevist, while the railway line though 
under the Czech’s control is damaged in innumerable 
places and the werkmen are refusing to do the necessarr 
repairs. The Bolshevist headquarters at Tomsk offered 
the Czechs repatriation across Russia on condition they

It is understood that prominentaviation firms are 
combining to astablish a system of air liners to America 
and possibly to South Africa. The scheme has been 
discussed ever since Major General Seely called a meet- 
ing of aircraft firms to consider the potentialities of com- 
mercial aviation. Since then pourparlers have taken 
place between’ such firms as Vickers, Armstrong-Whit- 
worth’s, Beardmore’s and Short’s with a view to 
purchasing existing Government airships and building 
others to first run a service to Scandinavia and therafter 
more afield. It is*proposed to build and ecquire ships of 
“3,500,000 cubie feet, with a cruising rading of 4,500 
miles, capable of carrying a cargo of fifteen tons. Gov- 
ernment ships are not adapted for passenger traffic. 
Therefore considerable, time must elapse before the 
scheme ¢an fructify. Much experimental work is neces- 
sary in order to discover the most suitable types of 
machine. Expert circles doubt if ships of the above- 
mentioned dimensions will be sufficiently profitable and 
suggest ships of 10,000,000 cubic feet.

-ciple of the meastre, Such comments as we have observed have 
been directed rather against certain provisions contained in the Bi'l, 
such as the exclusion of. Government servants from the scope of its 
operations and the power of the G.O.C. to fine men for non-ez:end- 
ance at Grills. [t may be, of course, that when the Bill comes to be 
debated, on its second reading, some champion of public rights will 
come forward and seek to quash what we cannot but Tegzard as an 

‘ jniquitous measure. We hope so, for the’s ke of the freedom of 
Britishers to choore for themselves whether they shall or shall not 
enrol for military service. Butit will be an uphill fight, we fear. 
since the official clement on the Council appears to have made up 
its mind that utbers must join the Force,’even if Government ser- 
Vants are exempt. 1 * 

In reading over the report of the proceedings in the Singapore 

. Legislative Council when the Bill was introduced, we were struck 
by the fact that even in the official ranks. there were differences of 
opinian as to whether the new Ordinance constituted ‘conscription. 
The Attorney General made no bones about it—he declared that 
there was an interesting feature to the Bill, and that was the 
introduction into the Colony for the first time of conscription.

Members of the»old Defence 
Corps are already receiving their 
application forms for enrolment 
in the new Corps, although the 
Ordinance has only been read the 
first time and has yet to be dis- 
cussed in Council where it will 
possibly receive some minor 
modifications. The forms are well 
drawn up and cn thema man can 
state what unit he wishes to join 
and aleo what neme he suggests 
for the new Corps. It is stated 
that men who were members ef 
the Defence»Corps on December 
23rd last will not be required to 
be resworn, but there is an inter- 
esting point arising out of that. 
It is in regard :o men who left 
the Colony to go on service. 
When they left, it appeared in 
orders that they were given leave 
for the duration of the war, bur 
could a man be a member of His 
Majests’s Army and e member of 
the Colony’s auxiliary force at 
the same time? Men who did 
cone back were not asked to 
resume service with the Defence 
Corps, and so faras we know, it 
was never definitely given out by 
the authorities whether a man 
just demobilised and stil] on His 
Majesty’s Reguler Reserve was 
still deemed to be a member of 
the Defence Corps. It is only a 
technical point, it is. true. but it 
is a point that is fairly often dis- 
cussed among the men concerned. 
There igs an incentive to join 
early, because it is stated that 
members of the new Corps will 
be given regimental numbers as 
lfar as possible according to, the 
order in which their applications 
are received. Who will have the 
distinction of being No. 1? We 
‘know of one young man who, by 
‘his prompt return of the form, has 
made a pretty good bid for it. -

ITS PROGRESS IN CHINA, 


Mr. Fletcher S. Brockman, 
‘Associate General Secretary of 
the International Y.M.C.A., ar: 
rived in the Colony yesterday 
from the North, accompanied by 
Mr. David ZT. Yui, National 
Secretary of the China Associa. 
tion and Mr. Arthur Rugh, who 
also is connected with, the latter 
organisation. a 

The arrival of Mr. Brockman 
brings to mind the marvellous 
progress which the rsovement 
has attained in China and of which 
he has been the leading figure. 
Since the inception of the Associa- 
tion in China, twenty-five years, 
ago, Mr. Brockman was, until 
five years ago, when he transferr- 
ed his energies to the Associa- 
tion's pressing work in: America 
and France, closely associated 
with its activities, with the result 
that at the present date there are 
no fewer than 28 City Associa- 
tions similar to the one in Hong- 
kong, and also 160 others in 
various Colleges and Schools in 
China, with a total membership 
of close upon 40,000., 

The budget of the Association 
in China for last year amounted’ 
to half a million dollars. Some 
indication of the rapid increase 
in membership in China’ may be 
gained from the fact that there 
are now no less than 300 Secreta- 
ries, whereas twenty-five years 
ago Mr. Brockman was the only 
Secretary. The most encourag- 
ing part of the work is the 
growth of Chinese leadership in 
the movement. During the last 
eight «years the number of 
Chinese Secretaries has increas- 
ed from 50 to 240, as compared 
with the number of foreign 
Secretaries which has increased 
from 60 to 70. This staff is led 
by Mr. David Yui as National 
General Secretary, who succeed- 
ed Dr. C. T. Wang to the past a 
few years ago. Dr. Wang's im- 
mediate predecessor is Mr. Brock- 
man from whom he took over 
the National Secretaryship five 
years ago when the latter left for 
thé United States» To the untir- 
ing efforts of these three men the 
great growth of the Association 
may be ascribed. 

Mr. Brockman now returns on 
a three. months’ visit to the 
Associations in China after a 


t{lengthy absence, during which he 


was leading the work in America 
and in the war zones of Europe. 
The object of his visit to China is 
to assist in extending the work of 
the association in the largercities, 
and in the National Convention 
of the Y.M.C.A. of China, which 
will be held at Tientsin in 
April, to celebrate the 25th 
anniversery of the work in 
China. Among the various branch 


‘| associations which the party have 


visited were those of Amoy and 
Foothow, which were the last 
places they stopped at prior to 
coming to Fongkong. They are 
mow staying at the Y.M.C.A. 
Headquarters before proceeding 
to Canton. . 

A reception, was held at the 
yesterday after- 
noon, at which many members 
of the various English missions 
attended. 7 
_ In the evening an address was 
delivered by Mr. Brockman to 
the students. In the course of 
his remarks. he stated that since 
he was last in Hongkong, about 
five years ago, ‘be: had had 
some remarkable experiences 
in connection. with the war 
in Europe. He was - glad 
that, Dr. Wang was here re- 
cently and had told them of his 
experiences in Paris, He (Mr.. 
Brockman) was together with Dr. 
Wong animber of months inParis 
and they had seen how terrible 
were the ravages. of war, which 
could not hardly be realised to the 
full extent by the students of the 
Association in this peaceful cor.. 
ner of the’globe. He then spoke 
of the political liberty which had 
been won by many countries of 
Europe as a consequence of the 
war. He warned his audience 
of another kind -of' slavery 
which, until its fetters could 
be shaken off, prevented a man 
from saying with truth that he 
was a free man. «He referred to 
harmful habits into which. men 
could very easily fall. ; 

Mr..Yui followed Mr. Brock- 
man with an eddress in Chinese.

From Hull comes an account of 
the heroism of the sacond mate of 
the steamer Wheatberry, Mr.

Swales, running to the cabin, 
picked up the child and put him 
into a lifeboat’. The steamer, 
however, turned turtle, taking 
down the lifeboat with it, and

the crew were drowned. Captain 
Eastwood stated that althourch 
heavily clad and without a life. 
belt he suppotced his wife in the’ 
water for two and a half hours 
untilthey were picked up.
